SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled positive plate film (also known as No 26 One Photographic Negative of 
Text) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is an untitled paragraph of text printed on a sheet of plastic, positive 
plate film used in the printing process. The text describes a scenario in which a 
female prisoner struggles with a prison warden and is told that she has no rights. The 
female has her dress lifted up and her underwear pulled down and ends up over the 
warden’s knee. The text is written in a sexually titillating way. The effect of such a 
description is to allude to coercion in association with sexual conduct, present conduct 
of a degrading and dehumanising nature, and degrade and dehumanise the female 
concerned. That the text is intended to be read in conjunction with other material that 
has been found to be objectionable is a relevant consideration. 

In view of the extent to which the publication alludes to coercion in association with 
sexual conduct and presents material of a degrading and dehumanising nature, the 
Classification Office finds that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious 
to the public good. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
